Loading / Unloading Zones 

• Request two new loading / unloading zones 

– South side of 7th St from Red River to Sabine 

– West side of Red River, sound bound lanes 
 

• Loading / unloading zones to be treated as 
commercial loading zones, benefitting vendors 
and musicians.
